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Non-Compliant Amendment 

It is noted that applicant has mistakenly filed an amendment from a different file 
into the instant application on October 15, 2007. This amendment resulted in an 
improper Restriction Requirement being mailed by the Office on December 27, 2007. 
The Restriction Requirement of December 27, 2007 is hereby vacated. 

Applicant has attempted to solve the confusion with the pending claims by 
submitting a newly filed set of claims on March 1 1 , 2008. However, this new set of 
claims has canceled claims 1-28 and added new claims 29-62. This would constitute 
an improper numbering of the claims since claims 1 through 50 were previously pending 
in the application (i.e. prior to the improper amendment of October 1 5, 2007). Applicant 
is therefore requested to provide an additional amendment that cancels claims 1-50 and 
adds new claims beginning with Claim 51 . Such an amendment will account for all 
previously pending claims, and would also supersede the improper claims filed with the 
October 15, 2007 communication. 

The reply filed on March 1 1 , 2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the reasons asserted above. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above- 
mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
